The BLM plans to clean up the buried 
barrels.

Sales taxTeceipts decrease again 


BOISF (AP) Sales tax collections slipped 
for the sccoiui straight month in March, but a re- 
covery ill individual income lax receipts more 
ihan.olYsct that decline and additional setbacks in 
le.sscr revenue sources. 

In their inoiilhly update on the slate’s rinanci:i) 
iMt'uatioii.-Aminis-adniimsiraiion^econoinists re^ 
ported the surge in individual income tax collec- 
tions pul total stale revenues S3.6 million ahead 
of projections through March. 

That increased the potential ea.sh surplus by 
S8(K>,0(K) from February and created the largest 
gap from projected revenues since la.sl November, 
'('hief administration economist Michael Fergu- 
son and other analysts had predicted that state 
economic growth would slow o\'cr the winter and 
spring from the explosive levels of the previous 
two years. 

But even with the weakness in a majur cash 
.source like sales lax. total general revenue collec- 
tions were K..Y percent higher than a year ago with 
just three months left in the budget year. The tid- 
minisiralion based its spending plans on tax coI-> 
lections rLsing by just 5.7 percent. 


The critical month for income lax is April bc- 
cau.se of the tax filing deadline. Tliosc figures will 
not be ^ilablc for another month, but officials 
indicated, activity appeared more normal this, 
spring than it was a last year when thousands of 
income tax refund claims were unexpectedly filed 

-in-May: - " 

Hial lei) the slate facing a mullimillion-dollar 
.shortfall that was covered only by delaying some 
bills-into the new budget year and covering their 
late payment by imposing a 1.5 percent budget 
oil on nearly every state agency. 

Sales lax .receipts, which account for nearly 40 
percent of total general revenue and are a key in- 
dicator to consumer confidence in the economy, 
totaled S300 million through March. While that 
was just $ 1 00,000 short of the benchmark for the 
first nine months of ihc.budget ye.ir, it represent- 
ed a S600.000 .shortfall in anticipated collections 
for the month. Collections for February were 
SHOO.OOO below the target. 

Ferguson said the weakness was “evident in the 
Lcwiston-Grangeville area and in eastern Idaho” 
while southwestern, south-central and Panhandle 


regions .appeared to remain strong. 

But total sales tax revenues were still running 
10,9 percent over the ycar-carlicr level, well 
above. the 9.2 percent increase the administralion- 
forccast for the entire budget year. 

The income tax, which.pr()duccs,qycr,^8j)c 
.cent of lotaLgcneral , revenue, exceeded March 
fiirecastsby SI. 7 million to pad a ciisliion bitill up' 
over tiic budget year. Ferguson said the gain was 
due lo strongcr-lhanrcxpectcd paycheck with- 
holding. an indicator of the state's employment 
base and underlying economic strength. At the 
same time, however, he .said refund claims ran 
slightly below projections for the month. • 

At nearly S337 million through March, total in- 
dividual income lax collections were 9.2 percent 
ahead of March 1992, more than two full percent- 
age points higher than the administration project- 
ed for the year. 

Corporate lax collections were only slightly 
ahead of expectations in March wiiile product 
•taxes lost a little-ground and weak interest- rates 
further depressed earnings on invested state 
•funds.

But McRae, a 47-year-old man 
who played 17 years in i^he big 
leagues, said he fell better Tuesday 
than at any time since taking the job 
after a violent tirade directed nt the 
media and his players. 

'Tve got to do things my way. 
McRae said before the Royals played 
the Tigers. ‘Tve been irying to blend 
in. fit in. I've got to be myself if I m 
going to make it in lliis industry. As a 
player 1 fell 1 was in control. 1 need lo 
feel that way now." 

McRae became enraged Monday 
night over a question from a Kansas 
City radio reporter during his post- 
game meeting, triggering a tirade that 
stretched several minutes. 

McRae saidjic was tired of being 
second-guessed every night. He .said 


he felt because he was an unproven 
manager that the media took 
advantage of his openness.
